Boundaries 
change for EPSB 
overcrowding 


Cheese wagon. Some 
bus rides could jump to 
60 minutes for students

Bus times for students living in 
Edmonton’s newest neighbour¬ 
hoods could jump upwards 
of 60 minutes after the public 
school board unveiled a new 
strategy to address overcrowd¬ 
ing in 11 of the city’s most 
packed schools. 

Speaking to media Tues¬ 
day, EPSB district managing 
director Lome Parker said the 
school board’s latest decision 
to deal with overcrowding is a 
five-year solution to an evolving 
problem. 

By closing down school 
boundaries and redirecting fu¬ 


ture students to under-utilized 
schools, EPSB hopes to cut back 
on growing class sizes that have 
spilled over into gyms and li¬ 
braries. 

“The schools are still going 
to be full when we finish with 
this plan, but it’s just we are go¬ 
ing to remove neighbourhoods 
so we don’t continue to build 
and be over capacity,” said Par¬ 
ker. Despite the latest efforts, 
Parker admitted students may 
now face longer bus times and 
the district will need to finance 
a possible $600,000 in extra 
transportation costs. 

“We live in quite the grid¬ 
lock city,” Parker said, noting 
EPSB tries to limit ride times to 
60 minutes one-way. “Can we 
do that eveiy day? No, because 
we’re subject to whatever traf¬ 
fic congestion occurs on a daily 
basis.” 

Students living in Win¬ 
dermere are among those ex¬ 


pected to deal with the long¬ 
est ride times, as they’ll now 
be redirected to McKee School 
and Broolcside School instead of 
Brander Gardens School. 

Sarah Hoffman, EPSB board 
of trustees’ chairperson, said 
this isn’t the ideal situation. 

“We don’t want kids on the 
bus any longer than necessaiy,” 
she said. “Unfortunately we’re 
in a situation where it is neces¬ 
sary for kids to be on the bus... 
for close to an hour.” 

Windermere parent Angela 
Meier said she would never put 
her son, who is just two, on a 
60-minute bus ride when he 
heads to kindergarten. 

“That’s such a long time on 
a bus for a little kid,” she said. 
“The crazy part is that would 
never be acceptable for an adult 
to spend an hour commuting.”

School site gets 
reprieve from 
redevelopment 

City councillors gave a 
school site in a neighbour¬ 
hood park a reprieve from 
redevelopment Tuesday, 
but re-affirmed their com¬ 
mitment to redeveloping 
school sites into housing. 

Under the city’s First 
Place program, 20 former 
school sites are being 
redeveloped into housing 
designed for first-time 
homebuyers, but people 
in the Skyrattler neigh¬ 
bourhood told councillors 
converting their school site 
would take away almost 30 
per cent of the only green 
space they have. 

“The kind of park that 
would be left here would 
be unusable and inaccess¬ 
ible,” argued resident Gary 
Redmond. 

Redmond said his neigh¬ 
bours supported infill, but 
as one of the higher-density 
communities in the city 
they also need open space. 

Council voted to move 
the site to the end of the po¬ 
tential redevelopment list, 
which means it will likely 
be at least 2017 before 
anything is done. 

In the meantime, coun¬ 
cil asked administration to 
look at other undeveloped 
areas nearby that could be 
redeveloped to bring more 
green space. 

Coun. Michael Walters, 
who represents the area, 
said he supports the pro¬ 
gram to redevelop school 
sites and is happy to defend 
four other similar projects 
in his ward, but not this 
one. 

“This particular instance 
requires me to stand not in 
front of the community, but 
with the community,” he 
said.

Labour. Redford backs 
disputed bargaining law 


Premier Alison Redford is 
standing behind a controversial 
law that a judge says may vio¬ 
late the basic bargaining rights 
of the province’s largest public- 
sector union. 

“We believe the legislation 
that we passed is appropriate,” 
Redford said Tuesday. 

She said her government 
won’t revisit the Public Ser¬ 
vice Salary Restraint Act, even 
though Justice Denny Thomas 
suspended the law last week 


pending a charter challenge 
from the Alberta Union of Prov¬ 
incial Employees. 

“We’re confident in the 
legislation. We’ll be appealing 
(Thomas’s) decision and taking 
all necessaiy steps to do that,” 
said Redford. 

On Friday, Thomas put the 
law on hold. He said the union 
had made a compelling case 
that the law violates its charter 
right to freedom of association.

Charged. Man accused 
of marriage fraud 


The Canada Border Services 
Agency (CBSA) has charged an 
Edmonton man in an alleged 
marriage of convenience. 

Gilbert Leland Platts was 
charged with two offences — 
misrepresentation and coun¬ 
selling misrepresentation — 
under the Immigration and 
Refugee Protection Act on Feb. 
12. This is the first time these 
charges have been laid in Al¬ 
berta in a marriage-of-conven- 
ience case. 


The CBSA launched an in¬ 
vestigation back in April 2012 
after receiving a tip alleging 
that Platts had entered into a 
marriage with a woman to help 
her gain permanent-residence 
status in Canada, according to a 
media release. 

Platts was allegedly sup¬ 
posed to receive $5,000 to wed 
the woman and provide false 
information to government of¬ 
ficials in a permanent residency 
sponsorship application, metro 


Councillors moving 
ahead on arts centre 


$20M. City could spend 
money in 2014 on 
pedway, land purchase

City councillors seem prepared 
to spend $20 million this year 
on projects for the proposed 
downtown arts centre. 

The proposed funding will 
get a final review before all 
of council next month, but at 
committee councillors asked 
for a budget case to spend $5 
million on design and prelim- 
inaiy work for a pedway to the 
proposed centre and an addi¬ 
tional $15 milhon to help pur¬ 
chase land. 

The pedway would cost an 
additional $13 milhon in 2015 
and the total cost for the ped¬ 
way alone could be as much as 
$40 million.

A decision on the pedway 
was necessaiy right away, be¬ 
cause it would run beneath 
the under-construction Royal 
Alberta Museum. 

Mayor Don Iveson said the 
city should be able to fund this 
request in the short term with¬ 
out an increase in taxes by mov¬ 


ing money around. 

“It’s money that’s available 
because other projects are 
under-budget,” he said. 

Council's proposal would 
also eventually replace the 
funds with money from the 
downtown community revital¬ 
ization levy. 


Jim Brown, a director with 
the foundation behind the pro¬ 
ject, said he was pleased to see 
council look for a way to fund 
the project. 

“It’s another step in the pro¬ 
cess and it’s always a process in 
getting to the final approval,” 
he said.

Parent calls EPSB 
decision disappointing 
and frustrating

A west Edmonton school 
will have to say goodbye to 
a beloved program, as the 
public school board shuffles 
students around to deal 
with capacity concerns. 

Following an announce¬ 
ment Tuesday to recon¬ 
figure school boundaries 
in order to address cap¬ 
acity concerns at 11 public 
schools, EPSB has decided 
to relocate the Logos Chris¬ 
tian program from Winter- 
burn School to Youngs¬ 
town School and Britannia

Logos offers a Christian 
viewpoint to issues and 
topics in the curriculum. 

With two daughters at 
Winterburn School, Edson 
Cruz said the decision is dis¬ 
appointing. 

“I’m not going to change 
my two girls and take them 
to Youngstown,” said Cruz. 

“There’s no Logos pro¬ 
gram anymore, which 
sucks.” 

Out of the 551 stu¬ 
dents currently enrolled 
at Winterburn, there are 
134 elementary students 
enrolled in the Logos pro¬ 


gram, along with another 
41 junior high school stu¬ 
dents. 

“This leads me to believe 
they’re trying to get rid of 
the Logos program altogeth¬ 
er,” Cruz said, adding he es¬ 
timates about 80 per cent of 
parents will not be relocat¬ 
ing their kids to Youngs¬ 
town or Britannia for the 
Logos program. 

According to district 
managing director Lome 
Parker, the board expected 
some disappointment from 
parents. 

“Anytime you remove a 
program or grade, that’s dif¬ 
ficult for the parents that 
have become committed to 
the program,” said Parker. 
“In this case, the alterna¬ 
tive program is supported 
by our parents, but there’s 
space in other schools near¬ 
by where that program can 
be relocated.” 


At a glance 


Other effects of the boundary 
reconfiguration: 


• A. Blair McPherson — one 
of the schools hit hardest 
by the changes — had 
its boundaries slashed to 
only include the Tamarack 
neighbourhood, as sur¬ 
rounding neighbourhoods 
have been re-designated to 
other schools. 


• Johnny Bright and Esther 
Starkman will have their 
Grade 8 and 9 classes re¬ 
stored within the next two 


years after the board cut 
them last year to deal with 
capacity concerns. 


• While the sibling rule has 
been suspended at Brander 
Gardens, current students 
will be grandfathered for 
the time being; the same 
goes for Bisset School. 


• Michael Strembitsky will 
remain a K-9 school, but 
only accept new students 
from Summerside East; 
children from Summerside 
West have been redirected 


to other schools. 


• With io portables already 
promised by the province, 
EPSB will be looking for 12 
more portables to address 
pressures at five of the n 
schools at a price tag of $6 
million. 


• Kindergarten enrolment 
registration has been 
delayed by two weeks until 
March 3 in order to give 
parents time to consider 
schooling options for their 
children.

What symbols should Ed¬ 
monton’s city flag include? 
That will be up to Edmon¬ 
tonians and a group of judg¬ 
es to decide. 

Following the Designing 
Downtown Pecha Kucha 
Night in October, a group of 
Edmontonians have come 
together for a design chal¬ 
lenge to gather ideas on Ed¬ 
monton’s city flag. 

The current flag — which 
is more than 10 years old — 
reflects a different time for 
the city and could use an 
updated design, say Colour 
Your Flag organizers. 

“The purpose isn’t to 
challenge Edmonton to a 
new flag. We just want to

generate awareness of the 
Edmonton flag, the import¬ 
ance of the flag and to edu¬ 
cate people on flag design,” 
said Lisa Baroldi, group dir¬ 
ector. 

The city’s current coat 
of arms (which is part of 
the city’s flag) features ele¬ 
ments like a fur trader, 
the Goddess of Wisdom, 
Athena, to represent educa¬ 
tion and the University of 


Alberta, as well as a winged 
wheel to note Edmonton’s 
aviation history. According 
to Baroldi and vexillology 
experts, the current flag 
breaks all five of the simple 
design rules with its cur¬ 
rent layout. 

Although not officially 
associated with the city, 
Colour Your Flag officials 
want Edmontonians’ sub¬ 
missions on new symbols 


that have personal mean¬ 
ing, but also represent the 
city overall, so they can be 
displayed throughout Ed¬ 
monton. 

“We need to use symbols 
that will stick,” said Baroldi. 

The group, made up of 
several city partners, is cur¬ 
rently taking submissions 
for designs, with 10 win¬ 
ners chosen from a panel 
of judges. The winning 10 


flags will then be printed by 
Aurora Flags and mounted 
around the city in May. 

“Flags can be really 
powerful symbols for cre¬ 
ating a sense of civic pride 
and we all have a different 
relationship with the city,” 
said Baroldi. 

Flag design ideas can 
be submitted to coloury- 
ourflag.com before the 
April 15 deadline. 


Uof A. 

Endowment 
inches 
towards $1B 

With the University of 
Alberta getting nearly $1 bil¬ 
lion in endowment funds, its 
student union president said 
he hopes the institution will 
be flexible when it comes 
to spending investment 
returns. 

As the fourth largest 
endowment in Canada, the 
U of A’s savings account took 
a hit in 2008 following the 
global economic downturn, 
but has been able to inch its 
way back up to $971 million 
as of December. 

“The returns from the 
endowment this year have 
been looking pretty posi¬ 
tive,” said U of A student 
body president Petros Kus- 
mu. “My primary concern is 
that that money is being fun- 
neled back to scholarships 
and bursaries.” 

Thanks to donations from 
the public, the institution’s 
endowment has been able to 
bounce back after dropping 
by 19.5 per cent in 2009. Yet, 
the funds can only be used 
for donor-specified spending. 

“In managing the endow¬ 
ments, the main objective 
is that we maintain the real 
value of the donations, after 
spending,” said Ron Ritter, 

U of A’s director of invest¬ 
ments. “That’s to ensure 
future generations benefit to 
the same degree as current 
generations.” 

Ritter said it was very 
difficult to recuperate the 
losses from the crash, but 
the school has stayed the 
course and maintained simi¬ 
lar policy. 

“There hasn’t been a 
de-rislcing,” Ritter explained. 
“If we had de-rislced, we 
wouldn’t have participated 
in the recovery.

Police, protesters killed 
in clashes in Ukraine 


Kyiv. Officers in riot 
gear moved against 
main protest camp as 
anti-government faction 
fought back with rocks, 
bats and firebombs 


Amid cries of “Gloiy to 
Ukraine!” and with flaming 
tires lighting up the night sky, 
thousands of riot police armed 
with stun grenades and water 
cannons attacked the protest 
camp in the centre of Kyiv on 
Tuesday, following a day of 
street battles that left 18 people 
dead and hundreds injured. 


Canadian connection 


A handful of anti-government 
protesters have taken shelter 
inside the Canadian embassy. 


• Foreign Affairs Minister 
John Baird's office says 
they are peaceful and have 
not caused any damage or 
harm to staff. 


• Canadian embassy work¬ 
ers are safe and accounted 
for, spokesman Adam 
Hodge said. 


The violence was the dead¬ 
liest in nearly three months of 


anti-government protests that 
have paralyzed Ukraine’s cap¬ 
ital in a struggle over the na¬ 
tion’s identity. 

With the boom of exploding 
stun grenades and fireworks 
nearly drowning out his words 
at times, opposition leader 
Vitali Klitschko urged the 
20,000 protesters to defend the 
camp on Independence Square. 

“We will not go anywhere 
from here,” Klitschko told the 
crowd, speaking from a stage 
in the square as tents and tires 
burned around him, releasing 
huge plumes of smoke. “This 
is an island of freedom and we 
will defend it,” he said. 

Many heeded his call. 

“This looks like a war 


against one’s own people,” 
said Dmytro Shullco, 35, who 
was heading toward the camp 
armed with a fire bomb. “But 
we will defend ourselves.” 

As police dismantled some 
of the barricades on the per¬ 
imeter of the square and tried 
to push away the protesters, 
they fought back with rocks, 
bats and firebombs. Against the 
backdrop of a soaring monu¬ 
ment to Ukraine’s independ¬ 
ence, protesters fed the burn¬ 
ing flames with tires, creating 
walls of fire to prevent police 
from advancing. A large build¬ 
ing the protesters had used as 
a headquarters caught fire and 
many struggled to get out.

Russian punk group Pussy 
Riot burst onto the Olympic 
scene Tuesday when two of 
its members were picked 
up by police in Sochi — and 
then ran away defiant down 
a rain-soaked street a few 
hours later, shouting and 
wearing their trademark 
balaclavas. 

The police questioning of 
Russia’s most recognizable 
punk rockers, along with 
detentions of activists in re¬ 
cent days, brought political 
tensions to the fore at Vladi¬ 
mir Putin’s showcase Winter 
Olympics. 


Nadezhda Tololconnilcova 
and Maria Alekhina, along 
with seven others, were held 
by police near Sochi’s feriy 
terminal, a popular area for 
fans celebrating the Games. 
Police said they were ques¬ 
tioned in connection with a 
theft at a hotel. No charges 
were filed. 

“Putin will teach you how 
to love the motherland!” the 
women chanted on leaving 
the police station, their fists 
in the air and blue, pink and 
orange ski masks covering 
their faces.

The Ethiopian pilot who hi¬ 
jacked a flight to Rome and 
took it to Geneva recently 
lost his uncle, a relative said 


Tuesday, suggesting anguish 
over the death may have left 
him on edge. 

Alemu Asmamaw, another 
uncle, said the 31-year-old 
co-pilot Hailemedhin Abera 
used to call family members 
before his international trips, 
but had since stopped doing 
so and appeared to distance 
himself from his relatives. 

He said the deceased uncle 
Emiru Seyoum taught at Ethi¬ 


opia’s Addis Ababa University. 
He did not say how Haileme¬ 
dhin’s uncle died. 

An obituaiy for Emiru on 
the Addis Ababa University 
website only said the associ¬ 
ate professor died suddenly 


on Jan. 1 while going from 
his home to the university. It 
gave no details about how he 
died. 

Hailemedhin, who had 
worked for Ethiopian Air¬ 
lines for five years, on Mon¬ 


day locked the pilot of a 
Rome-bound flight out of the 
cockpit and then as co-pilot 
diverted the plane to Geneva, 
where he used a rope to lower 
himself out of a window and 
then asked for political asy¬ 
lum. 

The family was “extremely 
shocked” that Hailemedhin 
hijacked a plane, Alemu said, 
describing his nephew as “too 
proud of Ethiopian Airlines.” 


Largersoldiersa 
problem for army 

China’s militaiy says its 
soldiers have grown an 
average of two centimetres 
taller and five centimetres 
wider around the waist over 
the past two decades.

Instead of sitting back while 
illicit drinkers poison them¬ 
selves with high-alcohol prod¬ 
ucts like Listerine and hand 
sanitizer, a Vancouver non¬ 
profit decided to help them 
get away from the products 
no human is meant to ingest. 

The Portland Hotel Soci- 
ety — yes, the same folks that 
made headlines around the 
world last week for crack pipe 
vending machines — offers a 
program where severe alco¬ 


holics can make home brew 
at its Drug Users Resource 
Centre located across from 
Oppenheimer Park, a green 
space where some of the prob¬ 
lem drinkers congregate dur¬ 
ing the day. 

Called the “drinkers 
lounge,” members in the 
year-old program must attend 
weekly meetings to be eligible 
to brew their own booze, said 
Mark Townsend of the PHS. 

If people attend the meet¬ 
ings to discuss health, learn 
CPR and get help with treat¬ 
ment plans, they can then 
contribute $10 to buy a brew 
kit with four others. 

“We want there to be a 
commitment to education 
and the group to be a positive 
influence,” Townsend said. 
“We don’t want to just ran¬ 
domly hand out stuff.” 

About 30 people are in¬ 
volved in brewing, with an¬ 
other 60 enrolled just for the 
meetings. 


Outside of the club, the 
centre has a hydration team 
that goes out twice a day to 
places where illicit drinkers 
hang out to check on them, 
encourage them to drink 
water or juice and bring them 
back to the centre. 

It’s a pragmatic, self-fund¬ 


ed initiative that helps a very 
small group of people (there’s 
an estimated 200 illicit drink¬ 
ers) who, if left on the streets 
to ingest substances like hair- 
spray, often have negative 
interactions with police or 
end up in hospital, Townsend 
said.

As Kim Shaheen takes his 
nightly walk around his sub¬ 
urban Regina neighbourhood, 
there are lots of smiles, some 
stares and a few questions. 

And they are all focused on 
the African serval cat on a har¬ 
ness with Shaheen. 

For many, the animal — 
the smallest out of the African 
cat family — is usually not the 
first thing that comes to mind 
when choosing a new pet. 

But for Shaheen and his 
wife, Pam, a couple from Re¬ 
gina with three grown chil¬ 
dren, it was the perfect way to 
round out their family. 

The 30-pound pet, named 
Jagger, has four litter boxes, 
regularly plays fetch in the 
park behind the house and 
sleeps in the same bed as the 
couple. 

“It’s like having a four- 
year-old that is never going to 
grow up,” Shaheen told Metro 
from his living room in north¬ 


east Regina. “It’s a pet that 
you get so close to because 
they are so dependant on 
you,” added Pam. 

Jagger is so much a part 
of the family that when the 
couple found out in Novem¬ 
ber 2012 — roughly seven 
months after they got the 
baby animal from a breeder 
in B.C. — that the province 
might not allow them to keep 


him, they started planning a 
move. “He’s got no claws, he’s 
never let out on his own (and) 
he’s fixed so he is not going 
to change the environment, 
so I am not quite sure what 
the issue is,” Pam said, adding 
that the city has no problem 
with the pet, just the prov¬ 
ince. 

The pair say that serval 
cats get attached to their 
owners and once separated, 
the pet will go so far as to 
starve itself instead of living 
without its family. That’s why, 
for the Shaheens, choosing to 
get Jagger was not a rash deci¬ 
sion but rather a 20-year com¬ 
mitment — and even a letter 


from provincial government 
officials asking them to vol¬ 
untarily remove Jagger from 
the province would not stand 
in their way. 

“(He’s) a family member. 
We can’t give him up,” said 
Shaheen, adding that the city 
was far more accommodat¬ 
ing. It was easy to register 
their exotic cat. “We are his 
pride ... even when we are not 
here for a few days, he gets 
depressed.” 

“They bond with one 
family for life,” said Pam. 

So the couple has embraced 
living with their larger- 
than-life pet, taking him to 
schools and seniors homes 


for visits and watching him 
play with the family dog 
and cat. And not minding 
when he jumps up on the 
kitchen counters and /«: 
costs them roughly $300 f 
a month in “food and 
whatever he breaks.”

After two New Brunswick boys were killed last year by 
an escaped African rock python, we wanted to understand 
why so many Canadians bring exotic — and sometimes lethal — 
animals into their homes and lives. What are the costs involved 
in caring for such critters? How many of these pets are illegal? 
And what happens when it all goes wrong?

There’s the debate over wheth¬ 
er exotic animals are safe 
to keep as pets — and then, 
there’s the question of wheth¬ 
er they’re even legal to bring 
into Canada in the first place. 

“We’re seeing more traffic 
of exotic pets,” Lyle Saigeon, 
executive director of the Sas¬ 
katchewan Ministiy of En¬ 
vironment’s fish and wildlife 
branch, told Metro. 

“The problem is that the 
exotic pet trade becomes kind 
of a global thing. And cer¬ 
tainly, a lot of exotic animals 
are being brought into Sas¬ 
katchewan, or other places in 
Canada, (through) online pet 
stores.” 

The continuing rapid in¬ 
crease in online pet sales has 
made purchasing animals for¬ 
eign to Canada far easier than 
it used to be. 

Saigeon points out that it’s 
“kind of a buyer-beware thing” 
as to whether the would-be 
pet is legal to own in Can¬ 
ada, or in any particular 
province or city — and 
therefore, whether the 
snake, lizard, monkey 
or mongoose can even 
cross the border in a 
box or by some other 
means and reach the 
purchaser’s property. 

If the creature is en¬ 
dangered, he said, “the 
federal government would not 
let something like that into 


the countiy. But if it’s coming 
across in a box, a lot of times 
it’s not caught. And that’s cer¬ 
tainly the case for a lot of small¬ 
er animals.” 

Vem Ruml, who legally 
owns a dozen reptiles includ¬ 
ing a Burmese python, boa con¬ 
strictors and an alligator snap¬ 
ping turtle at his home near 
Winnipeg, is concerned about 
transactions and transport of 
foreign animals. 

“If they’re not allowed, isn’t 
the only way to get them here 
to smuggle them?” said Ruml, 
who operated the Ruml’s Rep¬ 
tiles educational enterprise in 
Manitoba until about a decade 
ago. 

“That shouldn’t happen. 
If an animal isn’t supposed to 
be somewhere, it shouldn’t be 
there. Because ultimately, it’s 
the animal that suffers. Not the 
person.” ross romaniuk/metro 


If you’re uneasy about 
buying pets online,

When exotic pets make head¬ 
lines, it’s usually not for a good 
reason — generally, the stoiy 
involves beasts who have es¬ 
caped, have injured someone 
or been seized by officials as 
smugglers try to bring them 
into the countiy. 

That can lead to a lot of 
head-shaking. Why, people 
wonder, does anyone want to 
obtain such creatures in the 
first place? 


“I think for some 
people it’s the challenge, but 
number one and foremost, it’s 
for the love of the animal,” said 
Scott Shoemaker, who acts as 
the director of Responsible 
Exotic Animal Ownership, a 
pro-position U.S. lobby group. 

Shoemaker owns tigers, Af¬ 
rican cats and cougars, and said 
he does it because of the con¬ 
nections he’s established with 
his pets. 

“There are a lot of people 
who buy these animals and 
they love them,” agreed Rob 
Laidlaw of Zoocheclc, an organ¬ 
ization that’s on the other side 
of the exotic pet ownership de¬ 
bate. “They swear by what they 
are doing, are committed to it 
and defend it, and eveiy once 
in a while someone gets killed 
by their pet.” 

Since exotic animals tend to 


be so much work, and some are 
potentially lethal, owners who 
are not dedicated to such pets 
tend to get rid of them, which 
can cause problems if the ani¬ 
mals are simply let back into 
the wild. 

Laidlaw said that a variety of 
influences, including television 
shows featuring odd creatures, 
can prompt people to obtain 
an unusual pet. “People do just

buy animals on an 
impulse. They don’t know 
what they are getting into,” 
said Laidlaw. “They acquire 
the animal, get attached to the 
animal right away and end up 
keeping it.” But he also main¬ 
tains that some people want 
exotic pets because of the ego 
boost involved. “I always use 
the expression, ‘Give a nobody 
a cougar on a leash, they be¬ 
come a somebody,”’ he said. 

But Shoemaker maintains 
that’s not the reason people 
end up keeping such pets. “The 
commitment is 10 to 20 years, 
especially for a bigger cat. 
After the first couple of times 
it poops on your floor, it’s no 
longer cool — it’s some work,” 
said Shoemaker. 

“(People) may get into it 
because of that, but they don’t 
stay in it because it’s cool.” 


So, where can't I own a wolverine? 


The rules around exotic animal ownership in Canada are mostly a patchwork of provincial and municipal 
laws. Here are just some of the creatures you can’t keep in various jurisdictions across the country. 



Pets prohibited in 
Toronto include: 

• Canidae (such as coyotes, wolves, 
hybrid wolf dogs) except dogs 

• Chiroptera (bats such as fruit 
bats, myotis, flying foxes) 

• Felidae (such as tigers, leopards, 
cougars) except cats 

• Hyaenidae (such as hyenas) 

• Marsupials (such as kangaroos, 
opossums, wallabies) except sugar 
gliders derived from self-sustaining 
captive populations 

• Mustelidae (such as skunks, wea¬ 
sels, otters, badgers) except ferrets 

• Primates (such as gorillas, mon¬ 
keys, lemurs) 

• All venomous and poisonous 
animals 


Pets prohibited in 
Saskatoon include: 

• All bats 

• All Crocodilians 

• All hyenas 

• All Arachnids dangerous to 
humans, except tarantulas of the 
genera Aphonopelma, Avicularia 
and Grammostola 

• Canidae, except the domestic dog 

• All Edentates (such as anteaters, 
sloths and armadillos) 

• All Marsupials (such as kanga¬ 
roos and opossums) 

• Primates (such as gorillas and 
monkeys) 

• All Pinnipeds (such as seals, fur 
seals and walruses) 




Pets prohibited in 
Nova Scotia include: 

• Wild boar 

• Prairie dogs 

• All Hyaenidae (hyenas) 

• All Ursidae (bears) 

• All Cervidae (deer) 

• All Primates 

• All Pteropodidae (bats) 

• Canidae, except the domestic dog 

• Felidae, except the domestic cat 

• All Crocodilians (such as alliga¬ 
tors and crocodiles) 

• All Procyonidae (such as rac¬ 
coons, coatis and cacomistles) 

• All Viverridae (such as mon¬ 
gooses, civets and genets) 

• All venomous animals (including 
those with toxin removed) 


Pets prohibited in 
Winnipeg include: 

• All bears, including polar, grizzly,

Canada and Mexico have 
sealed an agreement to ex¬ 
pand air travel between the 
two countries and renewed 
their vows to foster mutual 
economic growth. 

Ministers formally 

signed the travel deal Tues¬ 
day under the watchful 
eye of Prime Minister Ste¬ 
phen Harper and Mexican 
President Enrique Pena 
Nieto. 

The two countries also 
renewed their long-stand¬ 
ing “joint action plan” to 
foster economic growth, 
security, immigration and 
trade. 

Harper’s meeting with 
Pena Nieto will serve as a 
warmup of sorts for Wed¬ 
nesday, when they join U.S. 
President Barack Obama in 
a North American leaders’ 
summit. 

Earlier in the day, as he 
met with Mexican business 
leaders, Harper said Canada 
needs to do more to close 
its trade deficit with Mexico 
while attracting more in¬ 
vestment from the country. 

While the 20-year-old 
North American Free Trade 
Agreement has fostered 
commercial growth be¬ 
tween the two countries, 
there are still wrinkles to 
iron out, he suggested. 

“It’s a very unbalanced 



relationship,” Harper said. 
“Trade flows have gone up 
enormously, but mostly on 
the Mexican side. Invest¬ 
ment flows have gone up 
enormously, but almost en¬ 
tirely on the Canadian side. 
So we probably want to take 
a look at what we can do to 
grow some of those things 
... in a more balanced way.” 

In 2012, Canada import¬ 
ed $25.5 billion from Mex¬ 
ico while Canada exported 
about $5.4 billion to Mex¬ 
ico, the Prime Minister’s Of¬ 
fice said.

At one Sochi 
venue, an Olympic worker 
even slapped a white sticker 
over the Dell logo on a jour¬ 
nalist’s laptop, because the 
computer manufacturer isn’t 
an Olympic sponsor. 

For Olympians, the dense 
and confusing thicket of rules 
severely restricting advertis¬ 
ing is a serious issue. 

In theoiy, Olympians 
could be disqualified if they 
use the games to plug non- 
approved brands. The Inter¬ 
national Olympic Committee 
even holds athletes respon¬ 
sible for how their sponsors 
behave outside the Olympic

Pop. Coke’s 
profits go 
flat as soda 
sales fizzle 

Coca-Cola’s fourth-quarter 
profit fell as the world’s 
biggest beverage maker 
once again sold less soda in 
North America. 

The maker of Sprite, 
Dasani and Vitaminwater 
said Tuesday that sales 
volume declined one per 
cent in North America. 

That reflected a three per 
cent decline in soda, which 
offset improved perform¬ 
ance by non-carbonated 
drinks such as Powerade. 
Last week, PepsiCo also 
said its soda volume fell in 
the “mid-single digits.” 

Coca-Cola also saw 
slower growth in emerging 
markets such as India and 
China. Overall, global sales 
volume rose just one per 
cent in the quarter as a 
result. The Atlanta-based 
company said it would 
intensify its cost-cutting 
to produce another $1 bil¬ 
lion US in savings by 2016, 
much of which would be 
reinvested into marketing. 

“We know our business 
responds to marketing,” 
CEO Muhtar Kent said in a 
call with reporters. While 
some jobs may be lost as a 
result of the cost cuts, he 
noted that other jobs might 
be created. 

Although Coca-Cola and 
PepsiCo are tapping emer¬ 
ging markets for growth 
and sell a wide array of bev¬ 
erages, pressure is mount¬ 
ing for the two companies 
to figure out how to get 
soda sales moving in the 
right direction at home. 

Americans have been 
cutting back on soda for 
years as beverage aisles 
have grown increasingly 
crowded with options such 
as Monster energy drinks 
or Sparkling Ice waters. 
Soda is also blamed for 
making people fat and, 
more recently, industry 
executives have blamed 
concerns about artificial 
sweeteners for a decline in 
sales of diet sodas.

It’s said the people of Pompeii 
regarded the eruption of Mt. 
Vesuvius in 79 A.D. with “a re¬ 
sponse more of curiosity than 
of alarm.” The volcano had 
burped and belched as many 
as 50 times over the years, so 
most of the city’s 20,000 cit¬ 
izens didn’t pay attention when 
Vesuvius started to gurgle. 

Perhaps they were too 
busy visiting one of the city’s 
many brothels — like a proto- 
Las Vegas, this was the rich¬ 
est city of ancient times, ripe 
with amenities and vice — or 
enjoying their lunches of 
broad beans, olives, dormice 
(plumped up by chefs in terra¬ 
cotta jars) or even garum, made 
from the first blood of a still¬ 
gasping mackerel, to detect the 
cloud of deadly volcanic ash 
headed their way. 

By the end of the day the 
dust “poured across the land,” 
claiming 2,000 lives. Buried 
beneath, “a darkness... like the 
black of closed and unlighted 
rooms.” The remains of Pom¬ 
peii and its people were pre¬ 
served, left untouched for two 
millennia. 

Today the ancient city of 
Pompeii is one of the most

popular attractions in Italy, 
drawing almost three million 
tourists annually. But if you 
can’t make it to the Italian re 
gion of Campania, a new movie 
aims to recreate the experience 
for you.

Browning and Kiefer Suther¬ 
land in a love stoiy about a 
slave-tumed-gladiator (Haring- 
ton) who must rescue his be 
loved, Cassia (Browning), before 
a rolling mountain of lava and 
ash dooms her to the ages.

Anderson has an ancestor in 
The Last Days of Pompeii, a 
1913 silent sword-and-sandal 
movie based on the Sir Ed¬ 
ward Bulwer-Lytton novel of 
the same name.

The most famous version 
came in 1959. The big budget 
CinemaScope production was 
to have been directed by Mario 
Bonnard, but when he fell ill 
on the first day of shooting, 
screenwriter Sergio Leone (who 
would go on to make classics 
like The Good, the Bad and 
the Ugly) stepped in.

pageantry, just as the advertis¬ 
ing taglines would suggest.

Black History Month is a 
time to learn about and 
celebrate the achievements 
of people of African descent 
in Canada and around the 
world. I chatted with Rose¬ 
mary Sadlier, the president 
of the Ontario Black His¬ 
tory Society, about Canada’s 
most important black herit¬ 
age sites. 

Why is Black History 
Month important? 

We still do not have a 
required black history cur¬ 
riculum for students and 


there remain issues with 
inclusion and diversity that 
can best be addressed by 
knowledge and awareness. 

Where should people visit 
to learn more? 

Africville was a black 
community in Halifax 
begun perhaps as early as 
following the War of 1812, 
and torn apart by city 
officials for the develop¬ 
ment of the area. The last 
home was torn down by 
1970 and there remains no 
development, only a cairn 
dedicated to the memory 
of the families that had 
lived there for generations. 
A National Historic Site 
since 1996, it is located 
next to the base of Hali¬ 
fax’s MacKay Bridge. The 
Black Cultural Centre in 
Dartmouth, Nova Scotia, is 
a wonderful site to visit for 
more information on Nova 
Scotia’s Black history. 

Hogan’s Alley was a Van¬ 
couver community founded 



by blacks invited into the 
area around the time of the 
gold rush and was a bust¬ 
ling business and cultural 
area. Jimi Hendrix’s mother 
and grandmother lived in 
this area. It was mostly 
destroyed by development 
but people can still visit 
the Jimi Hendrix shrine, 
located on the corner of 
Union and Main. The shrine 
is housed in a restaurant 
that was run by Jimi’s 
grandmother. 

The southwestern part of 
Ontario is also rich in black 
histoiy and I would suggest 
the North American Black 
Historical Museum in Am- 
herstburg, since it was one 
of the first museums to come 
into being. Near Windsor, 
Ont., this site is connected to 
a historic black church and is 
near Fort Malden. 

Are there tours you can 
take to learn more? 

Much African Canadian his¬ 
toiy has been lost due 



to many factors including 
urbanization. We have a 
Discover Black Histoiy in 
Toronto tour that has been 


taken by tourists, students 
and others in order to learn, 
to see the areas, to better 
understand the histoiy that 


they could not readily be 
aware of. It can be arranged 
by contacting the Ontario 
Black Histoiy Society.

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Havana nods to its 
glitzy gangster past 



Capri Hotel. The place 
where Mafiosi rested 
their weary heads gets 
a facelift for tourists 


In its heyday, Havana’s Capri 
hotel and casino was the play¬ 
ground of men known as The 
Blade and The Fat Butcher. 
It was also a pleasure garden 
for headline stars who por¬ 
trayed Mafiosi on the silver 
screen: George Raft, known for 
hoodlum roles such as Guino 
Rinaldo in 1932’s Scarface, was 
the casino’s celebrity “greeter” 
and made his home in the 19th- 
floor penthouse. 

Havana’s hedonistic mob- 
and-movie-star days came to 
an end with Fidel Castro’s 1959 
revolution, and the hotel drift¬ 
ed into a long, slow decline. But 
now the Capri is back in busi¬ 
ness after being closed more 
than a decade ago. Its rebirth is 
part of Cuba’s latest bid to trade 
on its colourful pre-Communist 


past and attract tourist dollars 
to fund its socialist present. 

“It’s a feeling of that era (at 
the Capri). I think in Cuba you 
feel that in general,” said Ro¬ 
berto Escalante, a 62-year-old 
Mexican university professor 
who was staying in the hotel 
this month during an academic 
conference. “It’s veiy comfort¬ 
able. It’s missing some services 
still, but yes, you feel like you’re 


back in those times — which 
were good!” Indeed, details 
such as the Capri’s polished, 
art-deco granite floors with 
their floweiy bronze inlays fit 
right into a city that still teems 
with finned Chevrolet and Cad¬ 
illac classics. So do the graceful 
copper-colored lobby chande¬ 
liers, which like the floors are 
restored originals.

Theme park gets set 
to launch attractions 
guaranteed to make 
muggles happy

What’s old is new — or at 
least re-imagined — again at 
Universal Orlando Resort in 
Florida. Many of the park’s 
attractions are getting pop- 
culture injections and techno¬ 
logical facelifts to keep up 
with visitors’ expectations to 
be amazed, entertained and, 
of course, well fed. 

Central to the park’s chan¬ 
ges is the recent unveiling of 
Diagon Alley, the secret Lon¬ 
don side street only access¬ 
ible to the wizarding world in 
Harry Potter. Even muggles 

— humans without special 
powers, for anyone not fam¬ 
iliar with the world of Potter 

— can soon shop where Hog- 
warts students purchase their 


school supplies. 

Mark Woodbuiy, vice- 
president of Universal Cre¬ 
ative, gave the Toronto Star 
and Metro Canada an exclu¬ 
sive Canadian sneak peek 
behind the closely guarded 
security fence of the still- 
under-construction attrac¬ 
tion, which opens this sum¬ 
mer. 

Created by author J.K. Row¬ 
ling, Diagon Alley is a hidden 
road in modem London open 
only to wizards. The tilting 
buildings in the alley are the 
setting of some of the most 
exciting scenes in the Potter 
series. 

“When people come in 
they are going to have a first 
impression of something that 
is totally mind-boggling,” said 
Woodbuiy. 

Still emerging from the 
sand-covered ground, punctu¬ 
ated by scaffolding, concrete 
and wiring, is a scaled-down 
London, complete with Kings 
Cross and Charing Cross rail¬ 
way stations, Leicester Square 
and Wyndham’s Theatre. Park 
guests will walk through one 
of the city’s brick walls and 
into the magical alley — the 


details of how are a secret. 

Inside the park, visitors 
will eat at the Leaky Cauldron, 
visit Ollivanders Wand Shop 
or buy a novelty item at the 
Weasleys’ Wizard Wheezes. 
At the far end of the alley 
is the goblin-operated Grin- 
gotts Wizarding Bank; a large 
fire-breathing dragon will be 
perched on the roof of the 
building. 

It will also be home to Uni¬ 
versal Orlando’s newest ride, 
Hariy Potter and the Escape 
from Gringotts. “It really 
brings to life the movie,” 
Woodbuiy said. 

Diagon Alley is the second 
Hariy Potter-related experi¬ 
ence at Universal’s Orlando 
parks. In 2010, it opened The 
Wizarding World of Hariy 
Potter, located in Islands of 
Adventure, which welcomes 
visitors to Hogwarts castle and 
the Scottish mountain village 
of Hogsmeade. 

Park guests will soon be 
shuttled between the two 
sites onboard the Hogwarts 
Express. Leaving King’s Cross 
Station, the train will trav¬ 
el along an elevated track 
through the concrete build¬ 


ings and paved roads of the 
anything-but-Potter-lilce Uni¬ 
versal backlot before arriving 
at the gate of Hogsmeade. In¬ 
formation about the length, 
time and cost of the trip are 
as safely guarded as the re¬ 
cipe for butterbeer, a popu¬ 
lar drink at The Wizarding 
World. 

Woodbuiy said special 
technology, details of which

Wipe out skillet and return 
to medium heat; cook beef, 
onion, garlic, oregano and

4. Spread some of the meat 
sauce over bottom of slow 
cooker.

Mellows garlic’s intensity but keep flavour 


The goal was simple: create 
the most intense garlic pasta. 

But there was a caveat. 
There is no joy in a dish that 
reeks of too much garlic, or 
that is so potent it is inedible. 
You want a garlic pasta that is 
deeply savoury, delicious and 
dripped with garlic flavour in 
every bite, but pleasantly so 


and without leaving you feel¬ 
ing overwhelmed. 

The solution? A simple 
sauce made from garlic that 
is poached and pureed. The 
poaching mellows the garlic’s 
intensity, but not its flavour. 

Combine the puree with 
grated Parmesan cheese and

Snowstorm no match 
for Riddle’s twists 



Ski halfpipe. Alberta 
freestyle skier 
conquers challenging 
conditions to win silver 
medal in Olympic 
debut of competition 


A big blast of winter weather 
finally arrived at the Sochi 
Games on Tuesday night, 
dumping a big helping of 
thick snow just in time for 
the Olympic debut of the 
men’s ski halfpipe competi¬ 
tion. 

The challenging condi¬ 
tions didn’t faze Canada’s 
Mike Riddle at all. The vet¬ 
eran freestyle skier stuck 
with his plan to unveil a new 
combination for his final run 
and it helped him win a silver 
medal. 

“I managed to link togeth¬ 
er some tricks that I haven’t 
done before,” Riddle said. “I 
couldn’t be happier with the 
result.” 

Riddle hit back-to-back 
double cork 1260’s for the 
first time — three and-a-half 
rotations with two twists per 
trick — and it was enough 
to wow the judges at Rosa 
Khutor Extreme Park. The 


rest of his run was clean and 
it earned him a score of 90.60 
points. 

“Just to be here is un¬ 
believable and then to get a 
medal — I’m speechless,” he 
said. 

American David Wise 
took the gold with a total 
of 92.00 and Kevin Rolland 
of France won bronze with 
88.60 points. Calgaiy’s Noah 
Bowman finished fifth while 
Justin Dorey of Vernon, B.C., 
missed jumps in both his 
final runs and ended up 12th. 

Riddle won a world title 
in 2011 and took the overall 
World Cup crown last season. 

“I did have more in the ar¬ 
senal that I wanted to bring 
out but conditions made it 
kind of impossible to main¬ 
tain speed,” he said. 

Riddle had reached the top 
10 in his last 12 competitions 
entering the Games. He was 
sixth after a mediocre first 
run. 

“You had to land really 
high on the transitions to be 
able to maintain speed for 
your next trick in order to 
link together your run,” he 
said. “So if you weren’t per¬ 
fect, you were done, basically. 
Every trick had to be pretty 
much perfect.”

It was a bittersweet day for 
Canada’s Olympic short-track 
speedskating team. 

Gold-medal hopeful 
Charles Hamelin crashed 
out of the 500-metre heats 
on Tuesday, but within the 
hour Canada’s women’s 
3,000-metre relay team won a 
silver medal. 

“We feel great. We are 
really happy to have got the 
silver medal,” said speed- 
skater Jessica Hewitt. “I have 
never been on an (Olympic) 
podium before and we have 
worked very hard for this.” 


South Korea won gold in 
the women’s relay with a 
time of four minutes 9.498 
seconds, followed closely by 
China. However, the Chinese 
were disqualified because 
their skaters did not immedi¬ 
ately leave the track after 
passing off to their team¬ 
mates. 

That bumped the Can¬ 
adian team of Marie-Eve Dro¬ 
let, Hewitt, Valerie Maltais 
and Marianne St-Gelais up 
from third place. Canada’s 
final time was 4:10.641. 

“We tried a different strat¬ 



egy here;

No matter which forwards 
Team Canada dresses for its 
quarter-final, they’ve combined 
to score well over 300 goals in 
the NHL this season. 

No team in Sochi features 
that kind of depth, and yet one 
concern going into Wednes¬ 
day’s game against Latvia is a 
lack of offence up front. As this 
becomes a single-elimination 
tournament, Canada doesn’t 
need 300 goals. 

“We just need one more 
than the other team,” Babcock 
said. 

Getting that one big, import¬ 
ant goal could make or break 
Canada moving forward. As the 
game against Finland showed, 
offence can be tough to come 
by on the international ice, es¬ 
pecially against well-structured 
European opponents. 

Finding a way to get to the 
middle of the ice and closer to 
the net was a major emphasis 
in practice Tuesday and could 
be the difference between 
reaching the semifinals and go¬ 
ing home early.

“You watch our games and 
we’ve been on the outside a 
lot,” said winger Corey Peny, 
who will have a new linemate 
in Jamie Benn between him 
and Ryan Getzlaf. “To get shots 
to the net, to get second oppor¬ 
tunities, that’s what the three 
of us are going to do.” 

For all the talk about the big 
ice in advance of Sochi, it has 
made a difference — but not 
the way some figured. 

Just because there’s more 
space doesn’t necessarily mean 
there’s more room to get cre¬ 
ative offensively. 

The Canadians scored six 
goals against Austria after scor¬ 


ing three in the opener against 
Norway, but it was against Fin¬ 
land where they learned a les¬ 
son. Holding onto the puck in 
the offensive zone paved the 
way for plenty of shots, but it 
was like a basketball team try¬ 
ing to shoot just from the out¬ 
side. With a rink that’s 15 feet 
wider, it’s much more difficult 
to get quality scoring chances. 

“You’re a long ways from 
the net when you’re hanging 
out on the wall,” said Jeff Cart¬ 
er. “We talked about that and 
maybe trying to shrink the ice 
a little bit... just kind of make 
it feel more like an NHL-size

When a new hybrid sedan is 
called for, it appears that Honda 
is finally prepared to step up and 
deliver. 

But instead of just one ver¬ 
sion of the Accord, there are 
two to consider: the Accord 
Plug-In that might possibly 
come to Canada (it’s now avail¬ 
able stateside); and another 
with less battery juice that you 
don’t plug in. 

Both hybrids can operate 
on battery or gasoline power 
independently or together in 
combination. It’s the type of 
system commonly used in the 
Toyota Camry, Ford Fusion and 
Hyundai Sonata/Kia Optima 
duo. 

Up to now for Honda, the 
electric motor operated only 
in tandem with the gas engine 


(referred to as a partial or mild 
hybrid). That makes for good, 
but not exactly leading-edge 
fuel economy, and Honda has 
come up short in challenging 
Toyota and others for its right¬ 
ful share of the expanding hy¬ 
brid market. Until now, that is 
(see factbox). 

The secret to the Accord 
Hybrid is what Honda calls its 
Intelligent Multi-Mode Drive, 
or i-MMD. The system consists 
of two electric motors that 
are serviced by a lithium-ion 
battery pack plus a 141-horse¬ 
power 2.0-litre four-cylinder 
engine. One 166-horsepower 
electric motor serves as the 
Accord’s primary powerplant 
and principally drives the front 
wheels, while the other motor 
acts as a fixed-ratio direct-drive 
continuously variable trans¬ 
mission (referred to by Honda 
as an e-CVT). 

The gasoline engine func¬ 
tions exclusively as a gener¬ 
ator for much of the time (sort 
of like the Chevrolet Volt) by 
supplying power to the drive 
motor as well as helping to 
recharge the batteries. But 
at cruising speeds above 70 
km-h, it seamlessly connects to 
drive the front wheels, with or

without electric-motor assist, 
depending on the load (acceler¬ 
ating and or heading uphill). In 
these instances, the system’s 
195 net total horsepower and 
226 pound-feet of torque come 
into play. 

The reason the Accord’s city 
fuel economy is so impressive 
is that at speeds below 70 km- 
h, and under light-load condi¬ 
tions, only the electric drive 
motor is functioning to power 
the front wheels, or while the 
batteries have sufficient juice. 

The entire drivetrain is 
cradled in a weight-saving 
all-aluminum sub-frame that

Design 


Visually, the Accord Hybrid 
lacks the different nose that 
has been assigned to its 
Plug In counterpart, but it 
does feature a blue-accented 
grille, headlights and run¬ 
ning lights, plus unique 17- 
inch wheels. Also, a trunk 
spoiler and special lower 
body panel improve vehicle 
aerodynamics (to help 
reduce fuel consumption) 


replaces the steel and alum¬ 
inum one installed in regu¬ 
lar Accords. Additionally, an 
aluminum rear bumper beam 
replaces the steel version. The 
weight savings help partially 
offset the battery pack that’s 
packaged behind the rear seat 
and reduces trunk space by 
about 25 per cent. 

Accord Hybrid pricing 
begins at $31,300, including 
destination charges for the 
base model, which includes a 
wide assortment of content. 
The Touring trim level adds 
forward collision and lane 
departure warning safety 


Fuel economy 


Honda claims it has leap¬ 
frogged the pack with a class¬ 
leading 3.71/100 km in the 
city and 4.0 on the highway. 
The top-selling Toyota Camry 
hybrid is rated at 4.5/4.9 and 
the Ford Fusion at 4.0/4.1. 

The Accord also beats out 
both the Hyundai Sonata and 
Kia Optima hybrid models 
that are rated at S.4/4.9. 


systems, moonroof and a pre¬ 
mium sound package along 
with LED headlights, adaptive 
cruise control (which keeps 
you following at a safe dis¬ 
tance) and a navigation sys¬ 
tem. 

Without question Honda 
has become a technological 
leader in gasoline-electric 
propulsion. Whether the com¬ 
pany can trade on the Accord’s 
already rousing success and 
convert new buyers would 
seem to be a foregone conclu¬ 
sion. Why? It’s the hybrid that 
everyone knew Honda could 
build.

The latest generation C- 
Class entered the market 
for model-year 2008 with 
new styling, more power 
and technology. 

The entiy-level Mer¬ 
cedes sedan in North 
America, standard models 
initially offered a range of 
V6 engines with no less 
than 201 horsepower, and 
up to 300-plus horsepower, 
depending on the model se¬ 
lected. Look for automatic 
transmissions and avail¬ 
able All Wheel Drive, as 
designated by the ‘4Matic’ 
badge. Rear wheel drive 
was standard. 

Later in this model’s 
life, a coupe variant 
joined the lineup, as did 
a 1.8 litre turbocharged 
four-cylinder base engine. 
Feature content included 
premium audio, push¬ 
button start, climate- 
controlled leather seats, 
xenon lights, navigation, 
Bluetooth and plenty 
more. Key competitors in¬ 
cluded the Lexus IS, BMW 
3 Series and Audi A4. 


Test drive 


Start your test drive not¬ 
ing the condition of the 
C-Class’s tires and brakes, as 
some owners have reported 
premature wear of these 
components. Sit with the 
vehicle in ‘PARK’ and turn 
the steering wheel fully 
from one side to the other, 
quickly, a few times. Any 
‘knocking’ sound from 
beneath the vehicle in the 
process could be the result 
of a faulty or worn-out bush¬ 
ing in the steering system. 
Not a major issue, but one 
that should be addressed. 
Hard shifting or check- 
engine lights are likely 
caused by faulty sensors, 
though they could indicate 
transmission or engine 
trouble. In any case, be sure 
to have a mechanic ‘scan’ 
the mode’s computer brain 
to investigate any issues or 
warning lights or messages. 
Though largely inconsequen¬ 
tial, numerous owners have 
reported issues with the 
newer 7-speed automatic 
transmission—meaning that 
the older and more proven 
5-speed unit may be a better 
choice if you’re not opting 
for extended powertrain 
warranty coverage. Trouble 
signs in a model with the 
7-speed automatic may 
include jerky shifting, espe¬ 
cially at speed or just after 
overtaking another vehicle 
at full throttle. Test-drivers 
are advised to be sure they 
confirm proper operation 
from the stereo system and 
Bluetooth system, as well as 
all power seat adjustments, 
door locks, windows and the 
sunroof.

Owners report stable 
handling, an opulent cabin, 
a great up-level stereo 
system and even good fuel 
mileage—especially with the 7-speed 
automatic that was added mid-cycle.

Complaints include noisy 
power seat adjustment, 
sometimes-noisy brakes, 
limited rear-seat headroom 
for taller passengers and the 
awkward placement of some of the 
controls around the steering wheel. 


The verdict 


The majority of owners of this genera¬ 
tion of C-Class report minor issues, 
if any at all. A healthy, properly- 
maintained unit free of trouble signs, 
or one from a Certified Pre Owned 
program with extra warranty, should 
deliver plenty of worry-free luxury 
driving.

Nissan did an admirable job 
in making its new-genera- 
tion Rogue compact cross¬ 
over both an engaging and 
value-liscious proposition. 
This was revealed after a re¬ 
cent fling in the new Rogue 
in and around Quebec’s 
winter wonderland, which 
is the Mont Tremblant re¬ 
gion. 

New Muscular Look 

Rogue is one of the first 
North American vehicles 
based on a new joint 
Nissan-Renault engineer¬ 
ing protocol called Com¬ 
mon Module Family (CMF). 
CMF is a not “platform” in 
the traditional sense, but 
more a way of engineering 


vehicles along “big mod¬ 
ule” lines. A big module 
would be something like an 
engine bay, cockpit, front 
underbody, rear underbody, 
electrical/electronic sys¬ 


tems, etc. This, in turn, al¬ 
lows more sharing of global 
components, as compon¬ 
ents are already engineered 
to fit and work within 
these big modules. With 


the move to CMF, Rogue 
is about the same length 
as the outgoing model, 
but quite a bit wider, and 
because wheels are pushed 
more to the corners, more 


voluminous inside. So it 
looks bigger but actually 
isn’t... Accentuating the 
more aggressive stance 
is the more aggressive 
exterior design, featuring 


pronounced wheel arches, 
“squarer” body shape, and 
the latest version of the 
Nissan family face com¬ 
plete with LED daytime 
running lights. 

Cabin Comforts 

But the update to the inter¬ 
ior is even more dramatic. 
Gone is the no-frills feel 
and all-black colour treat¬ 
ment of the last model. 

This interior is about as 
“premium” as you will find 
in this compact crossover 
segment, with great seats, 
lots of soft-touch and two- 
tone materials, and 
available panoramic roof 
and 7-inch central display 
screen, which is your 
gateway to such technology 
as rearview and 360-degree 
monitor, NissanConnect 
Apps, and voice command 
for navigation and hands¬ 
free text messaging. 

The rear tailgate is now 
made of composite plastic 
(to save weight), and has 
a power close and open 
option. A Divide and Hide 
Cargo system is standard, 
which allows two tiers of 
storage possibilities.

Hitting the Road 

The 170-hp 2.4-litre “four” is 
carryover, but now hooked up 
to the newer-version CVT. 
Front-wheel-drive Rogues 
are estimated to have a fuel 
efficiency rating of 6.01/100 
km on the highway, which is 
impressive in its class and an 
18 per cent improvement over 
the last model. Rogue 
does a lot with the basics, 
including optimizing airflow 
under the vehicle with 
various under body cov¬ 
ers — including a spoiler 
for the muffler! Like all 
CVTs, this one produced 
that disconnect that drivers 
feel when engine audibles 
don’t quite match to how 
fast the vehicle is accelerat¬ 
ing. But Rogue is quiet — so 
you can easily tune out all 
powertrains noises right out 
of your pretty little head. I 
found the new handling and 
safety technologies — Active 
Engine Braking, Active Trace 
Control and Active Ride Con¬ 
trol — to unobtrusively and 
effectively aid the Rogue’s 
overall road manners, which 
is already much improved 
over the previous model. 


Concluding Remarks 

There are a lot of great 
vehicles in the class; Ford 
Escape, Honda CR-V and 


Toyota RAV4, to name a few. 
Those three in particular 
have left the previous Rogue 
in the dust, sales wise. The 


new 2014 Rogue will not be 
so easy to shake off. This is 
already selling well since 
its debut last year, and look 


for it to rise several ranks 
in the hearts and minds 
of Canadian compact SUV 
buyers.

You think the Olympics are 
competitive? Try designing 
vehicles for a living. 

First you got to get a job 
as a designer at a major 
automaker. It’s a tight job 
market. There are more pro¬ 
fessional basketball players 
in the NBA than there are 
professional cars designers 
in the entire world. If you’re 
lucky and good enough to 
get that gig, you’re still not 
home free. 

At Chrysler there can be 
as many as 15-plus exterior 
designers working on the 
same project, hoping to have 
their work carried to the 
next stage, says Jeff Ham- 
mound during our inter¬ 
view session at the Toronto 
auto show. “They never say 
you are the next designer of 
the car. Everybody sketches. 
Everybody puts designs on 
the wall.” 


But this Chrysler design¬ 
er, a native of Guelph, On¬ 
tario, struck gold twice. One 
of his designs became the 
2011 Jeep Grand Cherokee, 
and just recently, his work 
came to life in the form of 
the all-new 2014 Chrysler 
200 . 

Not only was he the lead 
exterior designer of the 200, 
but during the design pro¬ 
cess he was promoted to 
design manager, to oversee 
all the vehicle’s exterior de¬ 
sign matters right through 
to production. “That was un¬ 
usual. It doesn’t always hap¬ 
pen that way. It gave me a lot 
of ownership of the design. 
I obviously had a lot of help 
from upper management ... 
But it really feels like my 
baby.” 

You don’t run into car de¬ 
signers on the street every¬ 
day, especially Canadian 
ones, so Hammound agreed 
to quick Q&A about his pro¬ 
fession.... 

Typical day at the office? 

“If we’re sketching, you 
sketch all day long. A lot 
of us like to sketch after 
hours ... If the vehicle is 
“in clay” you’ll spend your 
day on floor, tapping lines, 
etc. You’re in rough clothes 
because you get covered 
in clay. It’s fun though. 

Then you’re working with 
engineers and going to a lot 
of meetings.” 


Hardest part of the job? 

“The time you spend trying 
to hold your design. That’s 
the hardest part. That it 
stays true to its original 
design, through cost con¬ 
straints, manufacturing 
constraints, engineering 
constraints. You really have 
to learn to balance your 
emotions. You need to learn 
to take criticism and not 
take it so personally, but 
you don’t want to take the 
personal element out of 
it either, because it’s the 
passion that makes a design 
successful.” 

Best advice to a car designer 
wanna-be? 

“Definitely look at going to 
one of the more prestigious 
(design) schools, because 
you’ll get exposure to the 
auto industry. The car 
companies come in and say, 
we like you, you and you. 
(Hammound went to De¬ 
troit’s College for Creative 
Studies). Besides that, you 
really have to be passionate. 
It’s very competitive and 
you’ll be putting in long 
hours.” 

Dream assignment? 

“As most designers would 
say — a super car. Few 
restrictions and more about 
what can you do to make it 
as ostentatious as possible. 
The proportions are also 
wide and long — makes for 
a really nice canvas.” 
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What happens when you Love speed?

In the quest for the outra¬ 
geous, the unique and the 
blindingly fast, where a stock 
car just won’t cut it, there is 
“the tuner.” If you’re unwill¬ 
ing to be outgunned — ever 
— chances are you’ll be on 
the phone with someone like 
Cody Loveland, the owner of 
LoveFab, Inc., based in Tra¬ 
verse City, Mich. 

The point is simple. Com¬ 
panies such as LoveFab take 
the guesswork out of doing 
modifications yourself. You 
pick up the phone, say what 
you want your ride to do, and 
Loveland will tell you how 
much it will cost to get there. 
Road racing, rallying, street 
driving, weekend drag ra¬ 
cing. It doesn’t really matter. 

But how does LoveFab 
know what to do? Well, the 
company is perhaps best 
known for its engine pro¬ 
grams for the Acura NSX, 
which was built from 1991- 
2005. Loveland works with 
other makes/brands such 
as Porsche, BMW and the 
new 2014 Corvette Stingray, 
but over the years, he has 
learned what can and can’t 
be done to the NSX’s small 
V6 engine. And not always by 
doing things the easy way. 

Equipment limitations are 
often discovered by break¬ 
ing things, or by racing ... or 
both. Top tuners race their 
own hardware to learn and 
Loveland seems to have a 
flair for the dramatic. Name¬ 
ly, the yearly Pikes Peak 
International Hill Climb in 
Colorado. 

“Racing is the most brutal 
form of testing there is, es¬ 
pecially Pikes Peak. When 
you’re racing cars at 14,000 
feet, the strain on the parts 
is astronomical when com¬ 
pared to street driving at 
relative sea level. When 
you’re racing up a moun¬ 
tain, and you look over the 
edge DOWN at an airplane, 
it really gives you a sense of 
magnitude. Our parts survive 
up there, we’ve proven it, 
and so they survive in normal 
street or track driving with¬ 
out issue. In fact, we have a 
couple of NSX turbo systems 
with over 100,000 miles on

them with zero issues since 
installation.” 

For most people, that’s all 
the proof they would ever 
need to drop US $11,000 or 
so on a proven package, but 
what if your wallet is a bit 
thicker? Is anything possible 
with any car? “With a big 
enough cheque, yes.” 

A full-on 600-700-horse- 
power rebuild with a Love¬ 
Fab turbocharger system 
and all the tuning to opti¬ 
mize the NSX can run close 
to US $30,000, but there is 
no guesswork for custom¬ 
ers. The price, while it seems 
healthy, is just a small per¬ 
centage of the research and 
development costs that it 
took to create the package 
in the first place. For buy¬ 
ers who love their NSX and 
have the cash, it seems like 
a no-brainer. Dan Spinelli of 
Albany, N.Y., shipped his red 
1993 NSX to LoveFab in Mich¬ 
igan for a total engine over¬ 
haul and power boost. 

“I have a buddy with a 
(Porsche) 911 who needs 
a little lesson. He doesn’t 
know yet. I’m thinking 550- 
600 rear-wheel-horsepower. 
It’s really a sickness and 
there should be a hotline for 
‘speedism,’” said Albany. 

But what about newer 
cars with engines bathed 
in electronics? Can you just 
drop off your new BMW for 
some upgrading? Is it too 
complicated? 

“No,” says Loveland, “In 
most cases, the plethora of 
electronics and mechanical 
advances helps dial the car 
in that much further. What 
makes things difficult on the 
‘street car’ side of things is 
all of the emissions laws 
. . . For instance, our NSX 
turbo systems have passed 
emissions in 49 states, and 
will even pass the strict 
sniffer tests of California. 
But, because there are ‘vis¬ 
ible’ modifications, the cars 
are not street legal. This is 
a huge nuisance and quite 
a drain on our overall gross 
sales.” 


There are other issues, 
too, especially when the 
cars end up in the hands of 
others who are less experi¬ 
enced. 

“Generally, we don’t see an 
NSX back in the shop once it 
has left. The unfortunate but 
veiy common exception is 
when a long-distance custom¬ 
er entrusts their NSX to an¬ 
other tuner shop, and ends up 
with a blown motor. The cus¬ 
tomers are told that they can 
expect X amount more power, 
when that shop doesn’t have 
the experience necessaiy to 
dictate what a ‘safe’ power 
level is. Half of the cars in 
here over the past two years 
were directly related to other 
shops.” 

It’s a high-stalces business 
that likely makes anyone won¬ 
der why they’re in it in the first 


place. “Aside from the obvious 
of making a living to support 
my family,” says Loveland, 
“the largest driving factor is 
witnessing the customer’s 
giddy-schoolgirl-scream and 
ear-to-ear smile that always 
happens during the first drive 
after modification. 

“Our idea of a happy cus¬ 
tomer is one who can hop in 
their car at any time of the 
year, fire it up, and it starts 
eveiy time. They can go to the 
groceiy store to get milk, or to 
the track and bang out some 
hot laps. Today’s ‘tuner cars’ 
have to do it all, or the cus¬ 
tomer won’t be happy.” 

From the other side of the 
fence, NSX owner Spinelli jok¬ 
ingly sums up the apparent 
never-ending obsession with 
speed. “If you’re not first, 
you’re last.”

If you have a big job to do, 
chances are you’ll need a big 
truck. Heavy-duty pickup 
trucks usually look similar to 
their lighter-duty siblings, but 
they’re built to handle more 
stress. 

“The difference is in their 
capability,” says Jeff Luke, 
executive chief engineer for 
General Motors’ full- and mid¬ 
size trucks. “Everything is up- 
sized and stronger.” 

Pickup trucks are designat¬ 
ed by their payload capacity, 
which is the combined weight 
of passengers and cargo they 
can carry, measured in tons. 
A light-duty truck, which is 
badged as a 1500 or 150 de¬ 
pending on the manufacturer, 
is popularly called a half-ton. 

Heavy-duty trucks are 
rated in three-quarter-ton 
(badged as 2500 or 250), and 
in one-ton (3500 or 350). 


To note 


• Titanic trio. Currently, only 
GM, Ford and Chrysler make 
heavy-duty trucks. The largest 
Japanese pickup truck available 
is a half-ton. 

• Be prepared. Any vehicle that 
regularly tows a trailer should 
be equipped with a transmis¬ 
sion fluid cooler to avoid 
premature wear or damage. 

• Ratings. Trucks are rated on 
how much they can carry, and 
how much they can tow with 
a trailer hitch and with a fifth- 
wheel hitch, which attaches in 
the bed. 


These “ton” names are ac¬ 
tually out of date, and mod¬ 
ern trucks can handle much 
more—GM’s new one-ton can 
cany more than three times 
that much. They were intro¬ 
duced back when trucks had 
far less capacity, and a half¬ 
ton could only cariy 1,000 
lbs., but the names have 
stuck. Buyers should look at 
the actual specifications for 
each truck to determine what 
they need. 

Building a heavy-duty

However, the down side is they weigh over a half ton and fuel economy isn’t great. 
But this is the price people pay and accept with heavy-duty trucks, both provided 


truck starts with the frame. 
While it’s basically the same 
overall dimension as on a 
half-ton truck, the sections 
are thicker to handle heavier 
loads. The axles are larger, 
the shocks are stronger, and 
the tires are built to take 
more weight. Some trucks 
have dual rear wheels, which 
spreads the load across four 
tires and allows for even more 
capacity. 


Heavy-duty trucks will of¬ 
fer diesel engines, which pro¬ 
vide the highest amount of 
torque—the low-end pulling 
power needed to move heavy 
loads or big trailers. The trans¬ 
mission and rear end have to 
be strong enough to handle 
the engine’s power as well. 

When the engine is work¬ 
ing hard, keeping it cool is an 
issue. “The radiator will be 
larger and heavier, and there 


will be more coolant,” Luke 
says. “These engines may 
have more oil in them, and 
there will be coolers for the 
oil and transmission fluid.” 

There are larger openings 
in the bumper area so air can 
easily flow over the oil and 
transmission coolers, which 
look like miniature radiators. 
If these fluids aren’t kept 
cool, it can lead to premature 
wear or even component fail¬ 


ure in the engine or transmis¬ 
sion. 

The down side is that be¬ 
cause these trucks are heavier 
than a half-ton truck, they 
also get poorer fuel economy. 
“That’s just physics, so we try 
to offset it with aerodynam¬ 
ics,” Luke says. “On this new 
truck, the air deflector shape 
is taken from the Corvette 
so that air travels around it. 
Eveiy little bit helps.”
